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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

There is no clear antecedent basis in the claims for "its inner surfaces" of claim 1 , 

line 7. 

3. Claim 1 , line 8 "therein" should be changed to "in". Claim 1 , line 14 "exactly" 
should be deleted. 

4. In claim 1 , line 20 the phrase "and it is hard to open said cover" should be 
deleted. 

5. Reference numeral "50" referred to on page 6, third from the last line should be 
shown in figure 5. 

6. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the features of the "CD 
player and DVD player" of claim 5 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
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should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

7. Claims 1 -5 are would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8. Note that the indication of allowable subject matter is based upon the features, 
which are presently found in the claims. In overcoming the above rejection, should 
applicants choose to delete features, which are presently in the claims, this indication of 
allowable subject matter may no longer apply. The examiner therefore suggests that 
applicants overcome the above rejection under the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 

§ 112 by amending the claims to replace the indefinite language with claim language 
which precisely and particularly defines the invention. The preferred way to correct the 
lack of antecedent problem or other types of similar problems that have been raised 
above would be to provide a clear antecedent basis for the feature rather than to delete 
the language. Deleting features, which are presently in the claims, broadens the scope 
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of the claims and thus may render the indication of allowable subject matter no longer 
applicable. 

9. Note each of the references cited on attached Form PTO-892 with magnetic 
shock absorbers or springs. Note hooks 3,6 of Figure 1 of JP 2001-165239 to 
Chikashige et al.
